JOLIET, 111.— Five men in a high 


powered touring car , swept 
into 


Plahrfield, nine miles" from , here1, 
shortly -before noon today, entered 
the Plainfield State barfk, locked, of- 
ficials of the bank in the cellar and 
robbed the institution of $13,000 .in 
cash- and liberi-y bonds; The -ban- 
dits escaped -'after a rifle battle in 
Plainfield streets in which, three 
men were wounded.

the relation of landlord and tenant. 
While there ar« seven or 
eight 


kinds of share' leases in use in'Wis- 
consin at present the-, half''and half 
dairy lease is the-''"dominant one in 
use at present.' 


"Tenant and landlord each -have 


a half share in the ownership of 
•productive livestock in this form of 
lease," said Mr. 
fiibbard. 
"Each 


bears one-half the burden, of fm- 
portant costs, such ns grain, thresh- 
ing, silo-filling, veterinary bills and 
various minor costs. Arrangements 
as to gardens, chickens and so on 
may vary somewhat. 
The tenant 


furnishes the horses, the labor, and 
the machinery. If any losses occur 
in livestock, for instance, they are 
shared equally between tenant and 
farm owner.

an effort was made by the senate to obtain figures from the 
treasury department showing who the profiteers of 1918 were. 
The resolution was introduced six months ago but was contin- 
ually blocked by obstructive tactics employed by the old guard. 
The old guard, however, did not want .to face a roll call on the 
question. They were finally put against it, however, and Hard- 
ing voted with Smoot and McCumiber to make it impossible to 
obtain this information. 


• When the packers tried to put the federal trade commis- 


sion out of business by making its appropriation so small that 
it could do nothing, Harding voted with the reactionary crowd 
in the senate. 


He voted for the Esch-Cummins bill with its anti-strike 


feature. 


He voted for the vicious Shields water power bill and voted 


against all amendments that would protect the public interest. 


He opposed all efforts during the war to help finance the 


war on war profits. Senator Johnson prepared a bill for a tax 
of from 60 to 70 per cent upon profits which were 300 per cent 
greater than during the pre-war period. 
On this, Harding 


voted no. He voted against all of the La Follette war tax pro- 
posals. 


On river and harbor bills, Harding has always been with 


the pork crowd. 


In 1918 when Borah led a fight to abolish secret considera- 


tion of all treaties Harding voted No. 


This is only a part of the Harding record in the senate. 


Whenever the old guard needed votes, Harding was one of "the 
faithful."

THE MINIMUM .WAGE LAW. | to earn at least the -minimum living 


To the Editor of The. Capital .Times: 


. Minimum, wage, laws are now in 
operation in ' 14 states and -ia the 
District of Columbia, and in prac- 
tically all foreign countries. 
The 


idea behind these laws is that "a 
laborer is- 
worthy of his- hire." 


Every woman who puts in an hon- 
est ,day. of work 
should be paid 


enongh- to support herself .in reason-. 
able decency and comfort, at least 
after the .learning pcriodl . ... 


This has been a requirement of 


law In this state since .-1913-. Not 
until. 1919, 'however, was a jdeter- 
mination made of what is the 'living" 
wage. 


This .law applies to all employers 


of women. and minors, in every oc- 
cupation. The minimum rate .which 
may be paid' to every adult woman 
or to every minor over 17 years of 
age is 18 cents per hour during the 
first .three months of employment in 
a trade' or •industry;, and. '20 cents 
.per -Hour 'during- the second three. 
months," and 22;cents per hour.', after 
six 'months. ." In- seasonal- industries 
which operate for only a few months 
during the year, no learning period1 
is recognized . and all;. women • and 
minor -employes must be. paid 
at 


least 22 cents 'an' hour. ' Minors be- 
tween 14 and 17. must be paid at 
least .18.- cents per- hour,, which; rate 
must .be -'increased -to 20 cents per 
hour, when the minor is past 16 and 
has completed' three months in the 
industry.

At present prices, 22 cents per hour 
is not a desirable wage, but only a' 
minimum living wage. Most wom- 
en and minor employes in the stale 
are and should be well above this 
minimum.

upon Milwaukee prices, but rather 
upon conditions in the small towns. 


It 'is true that only 25 per cent 


of the women employes in Wiscon- 
sin live away from home. Most of 
the other 75 -oer cent, however, must 
'contribute to the family treasury 
at least enough of their mainte- 
nance.

It is recognized also that in many 


occupations, an employe cannot oe- 
come truly efficient in sb: months. 
After six. months, however, 'every 
employe.who is at all suited for the 
work, should be able to earn enough 
to.support herself.

The Wisconsin minimum --wage' 


law is reasonable and its require- 
ments are much less stringent "than 
those of the laws of other states. 
Every person who envploys 
any 


woman or minor, .should --become 
.thoroughly familiar with. ,this law 
and should .not fail "to observe'its 
provisions. The penalty for. viola- 
tion is a forfeiture of from. ?lpr to' 
$100 for each day that. any;,-iwoman 
or minor-is employed at'^less than 
the legal rate. Ignorancevof.'law is 
no 'excuse; and employers /should 
realize that once they allow an Em- 
ploye to have something . on them 
they place themselves at-her.rnercy.
